1 . I am the sole inventor of the present application, titled "Method for Producing A 
Composite Part." 

2. I am an employee of Arcelormittal France and my job title is Manager Business & 
Product Development. 

3. I have been working in the field of composite parts for 7 years. 

4. I have reviewed U.S. Patent No. 5,590,558, to Saunders et al. 

5. In lines 34-37 of column 9 in Saunders et al. recites that the preselected tooling 
clearance between a punch 62 and an interior wall 68 of the die 60 "is at least about the 
thickness of the coated can stock." 

6. I interpret Saunders et al. as requiring the clearance between the punch 62 and the 
interior wall 68 of the die 60 to be equal to or greater than the thickness of the coated can 
stock.

7. It is my opinion that other persons of ordinary skill in the art would interpret 
Saunders et al. as requiring the clearance between the punch 62 and the interior wall 68 of the 
die 60 to be equal to or greater than the thickness of the coated can stock. 

8. Saunders et al. does not describe the clearance between the punch 62 and the 
interior wall 68 of the die 60 to be less than the thickness of the coated can stock.
